Few Escape.

LOUISVILLE, Dec. in.— At a fevr min- 


utes past 10 o'do.-k yesterday the false 
work ami that, p.ut of the middle span of 
tho Louisville anil Jeffersonville Bridge 
company in place gave way anil with all 
the workmen was precipitated 110 feet 
into the water Mow. 
There was "but a 


moment's 
warning, and 
those who 


escaped going down with thomassof iron 
and tenter started for tho vitas, after the 
first trembling that indicated lie giving 
away of the false work. 


The accident was a horriUlo one and is 
the hist of a long list oi catastrophes that ' 
have marked thu ooii.stnn.tion ol this i 
bridge. Thu foreman, in beginning work, 
noticed that during the night the "tuiv- 
eler" which ftaA befti put in place Thurs- 
day night had Iwn worked loose by the 
wind. An oidor to draw it back into 
placo was given and the men aud engines I 
started.

The wind was high at the time and the ! 
gentle swaying of the false work pratlu- i 
ally forced the traveler off tin; piles on 
•which it w.is rebliug. When tho end I 
slipped the whole work I fumbled and the 
men, lealizitur their danger, started lor 
the pierti, As- luck would have it the cf n- 
fcral benfc wa*> the mfct to Ki\e way and 
tile men on this In nt wtnt down covered i 
by tho mass of iron and timber of the i 
other bents, which fell almost immpdi- [ 
»tely, carrying with them the other 
workmen who failed to reach the piers. 
< 
!' The north buit. or the one attached to : 
the Indiana pier, did not tall for l!i ruin- 1 
ufres after the other parts went down. As 
near at. can be ascertained then were 31 | 
men on the bridge when the alarm wa« 
given by the engineer in charge of the ' 
work. Of this number sovi'i.il succeeded 
in reaching the piers. Of those that went ' 
down some Were covered by a mats of 
timber' from beneath which it will be 
days before their bodies are v< covered. 
The first crash when the center bent gave , 
way was at 10:25 and it was then that 
the great number of fatalities occurred. 
A few minutes later a bent, on which 
there was but little of the bridge proper, 
gave way on the Indiana side. In this it 
is believed that but one unknown man 
was killed. He was caught by a rope ' 
and dragged beneath the wat er, 
' 


The crash attracted the attention of 
those on the shoie and many turned 
away their eyes as they saw the nu-n 
•truugiuig in midair in thfir mad efforts 
to climb out ot danger. ^Vhi'U the huge 
mass of material struck the water all 
was concealed for au instant by the 
•pray that wat> tin own high into the air. 
As the water subsided heie thoio could 
be seen men stiug^Unp desperately to 
climb up on the timbers that thrust their 
ends above the watei . A few succeeded 
in clinging to places of safety and wcie 
quickly rescued by boats that put out 
from the shores. Others Btmgglcd des- 
perately, and were carried oft by the , 
current to sink almost us rescue was at 
hand. 


A few minutes after the accident ths ' 


news was sent to all pai t-. of the city, 
Kear the bridge lives the wives and chil- 
dren of many ol the workmen. These 
were soon on the nver bank. Many 
were wild with grief and mshed frantic- ' 
ally about, wringing tht ir hands and tear- . 
Ing their hair. The office of the bridge 
company on Campbell strves was be- 
•ieged with anxious mothers and wives 
inquiring for their loved ones. 
| 
Half an hour after the accident there ; 


were at leaet 2,000 people on the river , 
bank, and as the news spread thuy etui 
poured in a steady stream toward the 
place of the accident. 
, 
To whose doors must be laid the re- 


sponsibility for the terrible disaster will 
probably never be known. It is doubt- f 
lean only one of those unforeseen acci- 
dents that occur m spite of all pre- 
cautionary measures. Bildgf1 building, 
probably more than any other thing, is 
fraught with manifold dangers, aud tho • 
workmen whose labors are utilised in ' 
the work practically take their lives in ' 
their own hands. 
Genei al opinion ascribes the cause of 


the disaster to the stiff wind that has 
been sweeping the nver all day. It 1-ore 
with great force on the pendulous frame-

from the constant strain and swaying of 
the heavy timbers. A great number of i 
people, before the first span fell, could 
seo the great

the workmen and they had ao idea of i

To the great traveler alluded to is di- 
rectly attributable the falling of the 
(pan. The constant action ol tho wind 
bore it from its resting place on tho last 
pier, but one of the Jeffursonville side. , 
The displacement was discovered and 
the work of patting it back in place was 
begun, but it was too late. The center , 
of the great span began to sink before 
the work was accomplished. The wind 
had done its work, and the heavy engines , 
near the pier went crushing down to the . 
water, carrying with them the mass of | 
nnmanity mixed in horrible confusion 
with the timbers and iron.

gone down, but it ivas the direct result 
ol Hm falling of the first. The great 
strain occasioned by the sundering and

•he water, but, being mostly framework, 
did not sink, but floated slowly down 
the river. 


There were said to bo four men on it 


when It fell <md one was undoubtedly 
killed. Tho small traveler on this span 
floated down several hundred yards and 
then'giounded, tlie heavy ttrubers splint- 
ered like matches, showing the terriffo 
force of the fall. Iron girders weighing 
many tons wen1 twisted like one might 
twist a piece of wire, into every conceiv- 
able shape, and lay with timbprs and 
other huge pieces of iioa and lumber in 
an inextricable mass. 


The apaii would have been completed 


within a few hours, and nftnr the trav- 
eler had bucn fastened to the pier there 
would ban- been no danger ot the wind 
or cumait bi't ,ikmg it down.

"When 
the crash cume tho nine men made a 
dnsh for the Kentucky ride of the 
bndge. 
Beiore they reached safety, 


however, tho span fell and the workmen 
weic precipitated into the river. 


Mr. Brown displayed a remarkable 


presence of mind. He held his breath 
dnrinK the fall and remember going to 
tho bottom of the river. The dobris was 
piled ulove him, but he managed to 
crawl from under this. Ho is an expert 
swnmner and attempt'-d to put this prac- 
tice to use, but then for the first time dis- 
covered his lett arm wad broken in three 
places. He managed, however, to grasp 
a floating piece of timber with his right 
arm and floated down the nver until res- 
cued. He says while hu was clinging to 
the timber two men oame up near him, 
and after struggling an instant sank out 
of sight. lie .saw several others strug- 
gling in the water who sank out of sight 
before help readied them. 


James Trent, a painter, who resides in 
this city, w.is on the span, 20 feet from 
the pier neareat the Kentucky short), 
when he heard a peculiar crunching 
noise. With

\VooKord, Charles Pope aud a workman 
named Carter, all ran for their lives to- 
ward the pier and all succeeded in reach- 
ing a sate ioothold on the masonry, when 
the span went down with a fearful 
crash. 


Trent and his companions slid down a 


rope to the river's surface, when they 
were taken into a skiff which hurried to 
the spot. Trent asserts that the collapse 
was preceded by two distinct shocks, 
which gave the workmen warning, but 
loo late to allow many of them to es- 
cape. 


Harry Lee, a workman, jumped out 


from the bridge into the water, and when 
rescued was found to have escaped wita 
abioken I»g. 


That 60 many were saved is one of the 


usual unaccountable complements of all 
great catasLiophjji. 


The East End Improvement company 


has been acting as limited agent in tho 
construction of thu bridge under tile it* 
organization of last March, when thfa 
property WHS disposed of to a syndicate 
controlled by three roads, generally bc- 
hevid to be the Big Four. Chesapeake 
and Ohio and Baltimore, Ohio and South 
western. For the purpose of completing 
the brid ge and providing suital ale terminal 
facilities a bond issue of $5,000,000 was 
anthorizad. $1,000,000 of which was to 
be held in reserve. Tins gave new life Co 
the enterprise, and the work o_f complet- 
ing thy structure has been going on rap- 
Idly since. 


The span that gave way was the last 


bnt one needed to complete the struc- 
ture.
